HIS  Family  was  firft  known  in  the  County  of  Provence  in  the  South     A.  D. 
of  France,  and  with  regard  to  its  Origin  there  are  many  Conjectures. 

The  beft  founded  feems  to  be  that  the  Family  was  a  Branch  of  the 
Vifigothic  Balti,   a  Race,   which  boafted  having  given  a  long  Line  of 
Monarchs  to  the  Weftern  Goths,  with  the  formidable  name  of  Alaric        500. 
at  the  Head  of  the  Lift. 
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A.  D.  The  Records  of  thofe  remote  and  barbarous  Times  are  however  too 
obfcure  to  afford  any  regular  or  authentic  Account,  and  it  need  not  be 
infifted  on,  for  there  are  few  Families  whofe  Vanity  would  not  be  fuf«* 
ficiently  gratified,  by  finding  that  from  before  the  Time  of  Charlemagne 
their  Hiftory  can  be  traced  from  authentic  Sources,  and  that  at  fo  diftant 
a  Period  they  held  a  very  diftinguifhed  Rank.  Their  principal  Refidence 
was  at  the  Caftle  of  Baux,  fituated  upon  an  elevated  Rock  near  to  the 
City  of  Aries,  where  the  Ruins  may  yet  be  feen. 

As  it  would  much  exceed  our  intended  Limits  to  give  a  detailed 
Account  of  all  the  foreign  Branches  of  the  Name,  we  mall  only  briefly 
ftate  the  leading  Cireumftances  of  their  Hiftory,  mentioning  the 
Authors  from  whom  we  have  drawn  our  Information,  and  in  whofe 
Works  further  Particulars  may  be  found. 

We  muft  however  previoufly  remind  our  Readers  that  in  many  Lan- 
guages the  Letters  B  and  V  are  frequently  ufed  indifcriminatcly ; 
this  has  not  only  been  noticed  by  many  Grammarians*,  hut  is  known 
to  every  one  who  has  travelled  from  the  Northern  to  the  Southern 
Provinces  of  France.

ilBOUT  the  year  eight  hundred,  Rollin  or  Goflelin  de  Baux  married     A.  D. 
Herinbrue,     Daughter  and   Heirefs  to   William  Sovereign  Count  of       800. 
Orange,    and  Niece  to  Bertha  Wife  to  the  Emperor  Charlemagne. 

The  Family  continued  to  be  great  Lords  in  Provence,  and  it  appears 
from  many  Documents  that  in  one  thoufand  and  forty,  William  de  Baux  1040. 
or  de  Vaux,  was  Prince  or  Count  of  Baux,  and  Sovereign  of  SeventySeven 
Towns  and  Villages  which  are  called  to  this  Day  LES  TERK.ES 
B.-iUoSENQUES,  and  of  which  Number  were  Aix,  Marfeilles,  and 
feveral  others  of  much  Conflderation. 

Raymond  de   Baux,  his  Son  and  Heir,    married  Etiennette,    only 
Daughter  of  Gilbert  Count  Sovereign  of  Provence,  and  Niece  to  Douce, 
Wife  to  Raymond  Berenger,    Count  of  Barcelona.      On  the  Death  of 
Gilbert,  Raymond  deBaux  and  his  Wife  took  Poffeffion  of  Provence,  of 
which  Inveftiture  was  given  them  by  theEmperor  Conrad  in  1 146,  but      1 146. 
foon  after  their  Right  was  difputed  by  Raymond  Berenger,  aided  by  his 
Uncle  the  King  of  Arragon,  and  about  the  year  1 150,  they  were  obliged      1 150. 
to  renounce  all  their  Pretentions  to  the  County  of  Provence,  and  to  do 
Homage  for  the  Seventy  Seven  Towns  before  mentioned,    of  which 
th?v   retained   the    Sovereignty.       Of  their  Marriage  there  were  four 
Sons,  Hugh,  William,  who  became  a  Monk,  Bertrand,  and  Gilbert. 

Hugh  fucceeded  his  Father,  and  endeavoured  to  recover  Pofleflion  of 
the  County  of  Provence,  but  after  fome  Struggle,  by  the  Intervention 
of  the  Emperor  Frederic  the  Second,  a  definitive  Treaty  of  Peace  was 
concluded  in  1 177,  by  which  he  and  his  Mother  Etiennette  renounced  *177* 
all  claims  upon  Provence,  but  fecured  the  independent  Sovereignty  of 
the  Terres  Bauflenques  without  any  Homage,  and  the  Right  of  the 
Princes  of  Baux  to  coin  Money,  which,  with  that  of  the  Count,  had

A.  D.  an  exclufive  Currency  through  all  Provence,  was  fully  recognifed,  as 
alfo  their  Privilege  of  marching  in  Military  Array  and  with  Banners 
difplayed  in  all  the  Country  bounded  by  the  Alps,  the  Ifere,  the  Rhone 
and  the  Sea.     Hugh  left  a  Son, .  A 

Rainaud,  who  was  married  to  Alix  of  Marfeille's,  buthjd  no  Iflue. 

Bertrand,"  Uncle  to  the  preceding,  and  third  Son  to  Raymond,  fuc- 
ceeded and  became  Prince  of  Orange  by  Marriage  with  Tiburge, 
Daughter  to  William  the  Second,    and  Heirefs  to  that  Principality. 

1181.  Bertrand  was  affafiinated  in  1181  by  the  Inftigation  of  Raymond  Count 
of  Thouloufe,  and  leit  three  Sons,  William  who  fucceeded  him,  Ber- 
trand who  was  the  Progenitor  of  the  Branches  of  Iftria  and  of  Brantoux 
in  Italy,  and  Hugh,  married  to  Barrale  Vifcountefs  of  Marfeilles,  by 
whom  he  had  but  one  Son,   who  became  a  Prieft. 

1 182.  William,  Prince  of  Baux  and  Orange,  began  to  reign  in  1 182.  He 
affumed  the  Title  of  King  of  Aries,  which  was  conferred  on  him  by 
the  Emperor  Frederic  the  Second.  He  had  by  different  Wives  two 
Sons,  William  and  Raymond. 

William  the  eldeft  Son,  fucceeded  him  as  Prince  of  Baux  and  Orange, 
'393*      anc^  King  of  Aries,  and  theMaleDefcent  went  on  till  the  year  1393, when 

Raymond  the  Fifth  left,  by  his  Wife  Jane  of  Geneva,  Niece  to 
Pope  Clement  the  Seventh,  only  two  Daughters  Marie  and  Alix,  the 
latter  of  whom  died  unmarried. 

Marie  deBaux,  Princefs  of  Orange, married  John  deChalons,  and  car- 
ried the  Principality  into  that  Family,  from  which  by  another  Heirefs, 
ir  jo.      it  paffed  into  the  Hands  of  the  Houfe  of  Naffau  about  the  year  1 530*.

HE  younger  Sons  of  the  Provence  Family,  who  at  different  times     A.  D. 
fettled  in  Italy,  were,  in  the  Language  of  that  Country,  frequently  called 
Del  Balfo  or  Del  Valfo,  and  their  Defendants  became  fo  confiderable, 
and  fo  numerous  in  it,  that  we  muft  content  ourfelves  with  mentioning 
a  few  of  the  mod  confpicuous  and  mofi:  celebrated  among  them. 

Bertrand  de  B;iux,   fecond  Son  to  William  II.  Prince  of  Orange  of 
the  name,  fettled  in  the  Kingdom  of  Naples  in  1283.  H;s  Son  Bertrand     1283. 
was  Count  of  Montescagioie,  of  Squfilace  and  of  Andria.     He  married 
Beatrix,  Daughter  to  Charles  II.  King  of  Naples  and  Sicily.     She  died 
in    1332,    leaving   a   Daughter,    who  married  Humbert  Dauphin  of    1332. 
Viennois,   and  a  Son. 

Francois  de  Baux,  Duke  of  Andria,  who  having  obtained  the  Prin- 
cipalities of  Taranto  and  Achaia,   tranfmitted  them  to  his  Son 

Jaques  de  Baux,  who  married  Agnes  de  Duras,  Grand  Daughter 
to  John  of  Sicily,  and  afTumc  J  die  Title  of  Emperor  of  Constantinople 
and  Defpot  of  Romania. 

The  Dukes  of  Andria  continued  long  at  the  Head  of  the  Neapolitan 
Nobility,    and  ended  in  an  Heir  Female,    who  about  the  Year  1490,     1490. 
married  Frederic,   Prince  of  Arragon,  afterwards  King  of  Naples. 

Finally,  the  Name  of  De  Baux  or  De  Vaux,  became  extindl:  in  the 
Kingdom  of  Naples,  in  the  Perfon  of  the  Earl  of  Caftro,  more  than 
a  Century  ago*.

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NORMAN  BRANCH  OF  THE  FAMILY  OF 
DE  BAUX  OR  DE  VAUX. 

A.  D.     IN  an  old  Manufcript  Hiftory  of  Tournaments,  formerly  preferved 

in  the  Celeftine  Convent  at  Avignon,    but  now  in  England,    is  the 

following  Paflage,     "  William  Longfword,  Duke  of  Normandy,  held 

929.      "  a  Tournament  at  Rouen  in  929,    to  which  he  invited  Combatants 

"  from  every  part  of  France,  and  of  the  neighbouring  Countries. 

"  In  confequence  of  this  Invitation,  Bertrand  de  Bauxof  Provence 
*'  went  into  Normandy,  and  was  fo  well  received  by  Duke  William, 
"  who  conferred  many  Favors  on  him,  that  he  fettled  in  it,  and  became 
"  Progenitor  of  the  Family  of  De  Vaux,  which  long  held  a  difti'n- 
*'  guiihed  Rank  among  the  Nobles  of  Normandy." 

Several  Circumftances  tend  to  corroborate  this  Account  of  the  In- 
troduction uf  the  Name  into  Normandy.  Before  the  Time  mentioned, 
no  Notice  is  taken  of  it  in  Du  Chefne's  Collections,  or  in  Du  Moulin's' 
Hiftory,  but  after  that  Period  the  Name  frequently  occurs.  Du  Moulins 
particularly  mentions  the  Tournament,  and  the  Affluence  of  Strangers 
who  attended  it.  In  a  Lift  of  Ftoda  Normanniae,  given  by  Du  Chcfne, 
there  are  many  of  the  Name  of  De  Vaux  or  De  Vallibus.  In  Dugdale's 
Monafticon  it  appears  that  a  Radolfus  de  Vaux  was  a  Witnefs  to  a  Grant 
from  William  the  Conqueror  to  the  Monaftery  of  Fontaines  in  Nor- 
mandy. The  fame  Name  is  to  be  found  in  a  Lift,  given  by  Du  Moulins, 
of  the  great  Lords  who  diiiinguifhed  themfelves  during  that  Reign» 
and  the  preceding,  and  by  another  Lift  given  by  the  fame  Author,  of 
the  Names  and  Arms  of  the  diftinguilhed  Perfons  who  were  at  the 
Conqueft  of  Jerufalem  in  1096,  under  Robert  Court-heufe  Duke  of 
Normandy  and  Godefroy  de  Bullion,  it  appears  that  Raoul  de  Vaux 
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*  of  Normandy,  bore  the  fame  Arms  with  De  Vaux  d'Orange,  viz.  Gules,     A.  D. 
a  Bend  Argent*. 

The  Family  of  De  Vaux  connected  itfelf  with  feveral  of  the  firft 
Families  in  Normandy,  and  continued  to  flourish  for  a  confiderable 
Number  of  Years  in  that  Province-]".

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NORMAN   BRANCH   SETTLED    IN    ENGLAND 

A.  D.     1066. 

A.  D.  JTIaROLD  de  Vaux,  or  De  Vallibus,  LordofVaux,  a  large  Pa« 
rilh  within  a  League  of  the  Town  of  Bayeux,  in  Normandy,  gave 
that  Lordfhip  to  the  Abbey  of  the  Holy  Trinity  at  Caen,  which  was 
founded  by  Matilda,  Wife  to  William  the  Conqueror.  The  Charter 
of  Donation  was,  before  the  Revolution,  in  the  Chartulary  of  the 
Library  of  the  King  of  France,  (number  5650*,)  and  probably  ftill 
exifts  in  the  Archives  of  the  Republic. 

The  Rolls  of  Battle  Abbey,  and  the  Chartulary  of  Caen,  prove  that 
Harold  de  Vaux  came  from  Normandy  into  England,  with  William 
1066.  the  Conqueror,  in  1066,  and  that  he  had  three  Sons,  Hubert,  Ra- 
1072.  nulph,  and  Robert-f-.  In  1072,  upon  receiving  a  Gift  of  the  County 
of  Cumberland  from  the  Conqueror,  Ranulph  de  Mefchines  gave  large 
PoiTeffions  therein  to  the  three  Sons,  who  were  his  Kinfmen.  To  Hubert, 
the  eldeft  he  gave  the  great  Barony  of  GiUeO-md,  to  Ranulph,  Sowerby, 
Carlatton,  and  Hubbertby,  and  to  Robert  the  Barony  of  DalitonJ. 

Thofe  Pofleffions  were  confirmed  to  them  by  fucceeding  Kings,  and 
they  held  direcily  from  the  Crown  from  about  the  end  of  the  Reign  pj 
the  Conqueror;  for  when  Ranulph  de  Mefchines  exchanged  Cumber- 
land for  the  Earldom  of  Chefter,  he  made  it  a  Condition,  that  th  -fe 
who  had  received  Lands  from  him  mould  retain  them,  and  become 
immediate  Vaflals  of  the  Crown§.

UBERT  de  Vaux,  or  de  Vallibus,    was  the  firft  Lord  of  Parlia-     A.  D« 
nient  for  the  Barony  of  Gillefland  after  the  Conqueft.     Hxs  Wife  was 
Gracia,  and  he  left  two  Sons,   Robert  and  Ranulph*. 

Hubert  granted  the  Lands  of  Denton  to  one  Wefcop,   by  a  curious 

Deed,  which  proves  bis   Antiquity,   and  fhows  what  Sort  of  People 

inhabitated  Cumberland  at  that  remote  Period.     It  is  thus  addrefic-d, 

'••  Omnibus  Cumbrenfibus-,  Francigenis,  Alienigenis,    Dams  ct  Nor- 

••  mannis,  Hubertus  de  Vallibus  Salutem,   &c-{-." 

Robertus  fucceeded  his  Father,  and  was  the  fecond  Lord  of  Par- 
liament. He  married  Ada,  Daughter  and  Hcirefs  of  Wiliiam  de 
Engaigne,  and  had  one  Son  of  his  own  Name,  who  died  before  him, 
Robertus  was  Sheriff  of  Cumberland  for  ten  Years,  and  Governor  of 
Carlifle,  where  in  j  173  he  was  unfuccefsfully  befieged  by  William,  1 173. 
King  of  Scotland;};.  He  was  frequently  difturbed  in  the  Poffetfion  of 
the  Barony  of  Gillefland,  by  a  Man  of  the  Name  of  Gilles  Bueth* 
whofe  Ancestors  had  former!-  held  it,  and  in  a  Fray  between  them 
and  their  Followers  Gilles  Bueth  was  killed. 

■  Touched  with  remorfe  for  this  Event,  Robertus  quitted  the profeffion 
©f  Arms,  and  founded  the  Abbey  of  Lanercoft,  the  church  of  v\hich  was 
^qnfecrated  by  Bernard,  Bilhop  of  Carlifle,  in  the  Year  1  i6o§ 

Robertus,  being  learned  in  the  Law,  was  appointed  one  of  the  Judg  s 
of  the  Northern  Oiltrict,,  along  with  Ranulph  Glanvill,  and  Kobtrt

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A.  D.     Pic  knell,  and  was  in  Aich  Eftimation  with  Henry  II.    that  he  did 
1*77.     nothing  in  the  North  without  his  Advice*.       In  1177,   Robertus  was 
one  of  the  Witnefles  to  a  Decifion  given  by  Henry  II.    in  a  Difpute 
between  the  Kings  of  Caftile  and  of  Navarre-f-. 

Ranulph,  Eiother  to  the  preceding,    was  the  next  and  third  Lord 

of  Parliament.      He  married  Johanna and  had  two  Sons, 

Robertus  who  fucceeded  him,  and  Ranulph,  Lord  of  Triermaine|. 

Robertus  above  mentioned  was  the  fourth  Lord  of  Parliament.  He 
married and  left  two  Sons,   Hubertus  and  Robertus. 

I2l6.  In    1216,     King  John   entrufled  the   Cuflody  of   the    County  of 

Cumberland,  and  of  the  Town  and  Caftle  of  Carlifle,  to  Robertus. 
He  however  foon  after  joined  the  other  Barons  againfl  the  King,  who 
confifcated  all  his  Lands,  in  the  Counties  of  Cumberland,  Norfolk, 
Suffolk,  Somerfet  and  Dorfet,  and  gave  them  to  Robert  dc  Vipont. 
The  1  roubles  being  over,    his  Lands  were  Reftored  to  him,    and  in 

1220.     June  1220,    Robertus  was  one  of  the  Barons,  who  in  a  Treaty  with 

Scotland,   were  Sureties  that  Henry  III.  of  England,  would  perform 

-    his  Promife,    of  giving  one  of  his  Sifters  in  marriage  to  Alexander  of 

1222.     Scotland§.     In    1222,  he  took  the  Crofs,   and  made  a  Pilgrimige  to 
Jerufalem.  The  Year  after  he  was  made  Governor  of  the  Caftles  of  Car- 

1234.     marthen  and  Cardigan,  and  in  1234,  he  was  Sheriff  of  Devonmire||. 

Hubertus,  his  eldeft  Son  fucceeded  to  him,  and  was  the  fifth  Lord 
of  Parliament.  He  had  an  only  Daughter,  called  Matilda,  who  mar- 
ried Thomas  de  Multon,    and  thus  the  Barony  of  Gillefland  went  to

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the  Multons,    from  whom  another  Heirefs,  in  the  Reign  of  Edward     A.  ,D. 
Ii.  carried  it  into  the  Family  of  Dacres.     That  Family  likewife  ended 
in  a  Female  Heir,    who  in  the  reign  of  Elizabeth,    married  into  the 
Family  of  Norfolk,    and  now  the  Barony  is  in  the  Pofleffion  of  the 
Earl  of  Carlifle*. 

The  Armorial  Bearings  of  the  De  Vaux,    or  de  Vallibus,    of  Gil- 
lefland,  were  Ardent,  a  Bend,    Cheeky,  Or,  and  Gules-f-.

HERE  were  feveral  younger  Branches  of  the  De  Vallihus,    of 
Gilltfland,   eftablifhed  in  Cumberland.      They  are  now  all  believed  to. 
be  extinct,  but  the  following  Lift  contains  the  Names  of  thole  of  which 
the  Writer  of  this  Account  has  been  able  to  find  any  Mention. 

De  Vaux  of  Triermaine.  This  Family  defcended  from  Ranulph 
Second  Son  toRanulph,  third  Lord  of  Gillefl.md.  Roland  de  Vaux, 
of  this  Houfe,  was  one  of  the  Knights  entrufted  with  the  Security  of 
the  Borders,  in  1398*.  He  was  again  one  of  the  Commifhoricrs  named  Mr  8. 
by  Henry  IV.  to  treat  with  the  Scots,  in  1405-}-,  and  in  1412,  he  was  1405. 
Knight  of  the  Shire  for  Cumberland.  This  Branch  became  exunct 
in  the  Reign  of  Edward  IV.  about  the  Year  1402.  1462.

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A,  D.  De  Vaux,  Lord  of  Hayton.     A  Cadet  of  Gillefland,  was  in  Exift- 

1100.     ence  in  i  100,    and  is  called  Coufin  to  Hubertus,  of  Gillefland*.   . 

Sir  Roger  de  Vaux,  of  Afkerton  and  Whitehill,  defcended  from 
Gillefland,  and  lived  in  the  12th  Century.  He  had  a  Son,  named 
William-]-. 

Vaux  of  Caterlen.  This  Branch  came  from  a  younger  Son  of  the 
Houfe  of  Gillefland,  and  poffeffed  this  Barony  for  manv  Generations. 
Rowland  Vaux,  was  Reprefentative  for  the  City  of  Carlifle,  in  the 
1453.  Parliament  of  the  31ft  of  Henry  VI.  A.  D.  1453.  The  Arms  of 
the  Family,  viz.  Or,  a  fefs  Cheeky,  Or  and  Gules,  between  three

This  Family  ended  in  an  Heir  Female,  who  married  into  that  of 
Richmond,  and  having  no  Children,  left  the  Eftate  to  Curwen  of 
Workington^.

AUX,   Lord  of  Harwedon.     It  appears  that  this  Branch  defcended     A.  D. 
from  Robert  fecond  Lord  of  Gillefland,   and  fettled  in  the  County  of 
Northampton,  before  the  Year  1 200.     In  the  Time  of  the  (harp  Con-      1200. 
teft  between  the  Houfes  of  York  and  Lancafter,  William  de  Vaux  was 
a  firm  Friend  to  the  Lancaftrians,  and  on  that  Account  he  loft:  all  his 
Eitates,  when  Edward  the  IV.  obtained  the  Crown  in  146 1.     He  was     1461. 
afterwards  killed  ot  Tewkcfbury,    on  the  4th  of  May,    1 47 1 ,  and  his     1471. 
Sifter  Dame  Catarine  Vaus  was  taken  Prifoner,    her  Hufband  Courtney 
Earl  of  Devonfbire  having  been  flain*. 

His  Son  Nicholas,    however,    on  the  Acceffion  of  Henry  VII.    in 
1485,  not  only  recovered  all  his  Eftates,   but  was  highly  in  that  Prin-      1485. 
ce's  Favor,  and  a  principal  Perfon  at  the  Solemnity  of  Prince  Arthur's 
Marriage,   where  he  appeared  with  much  Magnificence.      King  Henry 
VIII.   alfo  made  him  Governor  of  the  Caftle  of  Guifnes,   previous  to 
his  famous  Interview,   with  the  French  King,   fent  him  as  one  of  his 
AmbafTadors  to  confirm  the  Peace,  and  at  length  made  him  a  Knight 
of  the  Garter,  and  advanced  him  to  the  Peerage  by  the  Title  of  Lord 
Vaux  of  Harwedon.  TheGrandfon  of  this  Man,  and  thirdLord,  was  the     1533. 
Poet  celebrated  in  Walpole's  Royal  and  Noble  Authors.     The  Peerage 
remained  in  the  Family  till  the  year  1 66 1 ,  when  Edward  Lord  Vaux  died     1661. 
without  lawful  IfTue.    When  Charles  I.  was  Prifoner  at  Holmby  Houfe, 
he  came  fometimes  under  a  proper  Guard  to  this  Lord's  H.mfe,  where 
there  was  a  Bowling  Green,  a  Diverfion  of  which  he  was  very  fond-}-. 

The  Armorial  Bearing  of  this  Branch  was  Cheeky,  Argsnt  and  Gules 
no  a  Chevron  Azure,  three  Rofes  Or,   feeded  Proper^.

A.  D.  JLVANULPH  de  Vallibus,  next  Brother  to  Hubertus,  iff  Lord  of 
Gilleiland,  had  from  Ranulph  de  Mefchines  the  Manors  of  Caitle 
Sowerby,  Carlatton  and  Hubbertby*. 

It  is  probable  that  this  Ranulph  de  Vallibus  died  without  Iflue,  lor 
it  appears  that  Robertus   de  Vallibus,   of  Gillefland,  afterwards  gave 
Carlatton  tothe  Abbey  of  Lanercoft-j-.     It  is  likewife  known  that  Caftle

,?efland,  obtained  from  Ranulph  de  Mefchines,  the  Barony  of  Dalit  ,n, 
in  Cumberland,  but  it  appears  that  he  fettled  in  the  County  of  Norfolk, 
where  he  was  Lord  ol  Bever*. 

There  feems  to  be  little  Doubt,  that  the  fir  ft  FofitfTons  which  the 
Family  of  De  Vallibus  had  in  England,  were  in  Norfolk,  for  111  an  old

There  isReafon  to  believe  that  the  Name  of  Vaux  ftill  exifted  in  Norfolk  after  the 
Branch  of  Bever  and  Pentney  ended  in  Females,  for  it  is  mentioned  in  Rymer's  Fsedera, 
vol.  iv.  page   135,    that  a  Johan.  de  Vaux,  of  the  County  of  Norfolk,   was  fummoned 
among  the  Great  Men  of  the  Kingdom,    by  Edward  II.   to  meet  him  at  Portfmouth  in 
order  to  proceed  to  the  Wars  in  Giiienne  the  20th  of  February,   1325.     Ridpath's  I  order       1325» 
Hiftory,  and  the  Fjedera  notice,  that  there  were  Judges  of  the  Name  of  Vaux  in  1305        '3°5« 
and  1409.

is  agreed  by  all  Antiquarians,  and  is  in  particularly  afTerted  by  A.  D. 
Sir  James  Dalrymple*,  that  the  Names  of  Valz,  Vaulz,  Vaffe,  Vaule, 
Vaus,  Vans  or  Wans,  are  all  originally  the  fame,  only  varied  by  the 
Corruption  of  Provincial  Dialects,  and  that  they  correfpond  with  thole 
of  De  Baux  or  De  Vaux  in  French,  and  of  Del  Balzo  or  Del  Vallu  in 
Italian.  All  thole  Names  having  been  uniformly  tranflated  De  Valli- 
bus  in  Latin. 

The  nrft  mention  made  of  thisName  in  Scotland,  as  far  as  has  cometo 
theKnowledgeof  the  Writer  of  tbisAccount,  is  by  Hector  Bosthi  us,  who 
fays,  that  the  Par  titans  of  Edgar  Atheli  ng,  outlawed  by  William  the  Con- 
queror, took  Refuge  in  Scotland  in  the  Year  1073,  where  they  had  Lands  1073. 
granted  to  them.  Among  thefe  we  find  the  Names  of  Lindefay,  Vaux, 
&c.  This  Anecdote  is  repeated  by  Andrews  in  his  Hiftory  of  England, 
who  quotes  the  Authorities  of  Verftegan  and  Scott-f-,  and  in  a  Hiftory 
of  Scotland,  by  R.  Heron,  it  is  mentioned,  that  not  only  the  Englidi 
Subjects  but  the  Norman  Barons  wen;  di  faceted  to  the  Government 
of  William  and  of  his  Son,  and  that  many  both  of  the  one  and  of  the 
other  continued  to  feek  their  Safety  in  Scotland  with  King  Malcolm, 
who  received  them  kindly,  affigning  them  Pofleffions  in  his  Kingdom,

To  all  this  may  be  added,  that  not  only  Tradition,  but  all  the  An« 
tiquarians  who  have  mentioned  the  Name,  agree  that  the  Family  came 
originally  into  Scotland  from  England,  and  that  it  is  highly  probable, 
it  was  about  theTime  fixt  upon  byNifbet;  for  during  feveral  Years  before 
and  after  that  Period,  Cumberland  belonged  to  the  Crown  of  Scotland. 

The  laft  Proof  which  need  be  adduced,  that  the  Family  of  De  Vaux 
or  De  Vallibus,  in  England,  and  that  of  Vaux,  Vans,  Vans,  or  De 
Vallibus  of  Scotland  are  the  fame,  is  the  Similarity  of  their  Armorial 
Bearings,  for,  in  Times  when  Arms  were  borne  with  great  Precifion, 
and  with  tenacious  Regard  to  Right  and  Confanguinity,  we  find  De 
Vaux  Baron  of  Gillefland,  in  Cumberland,  bearing  Argent,  a  Bend 
Cheeky  Or,  and  Gules,  and  de  Vaux  or  Vans  Lord  of  Dirletown,  in 
Scotland,  bearing  the  fame  Arms  excepting  that  the  Bend  wasG  ules  only*. 

Having  thus  ftated  fome  Proofs  of  the  general  Antiquity  of  the 
Name,  and  of  the  Connection  between  the  De  Vaux  of  England  and 
thofe  of  Scotland,  wefhall  proceed  to  give  a  brief  genealogical  Account 
of  the  Family  fince  its  Introduction  into  Scotland.  In  the  Courfe  of 
this  Account  we  fhall  quote  ourAuthority/or  every  Thing  we  advance; 
but  our  principal  Guide,  previous  to  the  Year  1450,  mu(t  be  a  Ma- 
nufcript  Hiftory  cf  the  Family,  found  in  the  Charter  Cheft  of  Barn- 
barrow  about  twenty  Years  ago.  This  Manufcript  is  without  Signature 
or  Date,  but  from  the  Penmanfhip  appears  to  have  been  written  about 
the  Year  1 600,  and  relates  no  Circumftance  of  a  later  Period  than  1 570.

A.  D.  Circumftances  are  confirmed  by  other  1  eftimonies,  and  as  it  was  written 
nearer  the 'Timej  U  tnaj,  beluppoled,  that  ti«e  rkuwior  hud  better  »V.'eai>$ 
of  Information  than  vve  can  now  have.  Befidts  in  his  Preface  he  declare* 
that  he  has  related  nothing  which  was  not  vouched  b\  Public  Records, 
or  by  Documents,  which  he  had  fcen  in  the  Archives  either  of  the 
Vans  or  of  the  Cafiilis  Families.

The  Arms  and  Title  of  Dirletown  were  affumed  by  her  Hufband,  and 
the  former  were  borne  quarterly  by  the  Lords  Haliburtown  of  Dirle- 
town, as  long  as  that  Family  exhted-j-.

A  Narrative  of  Sir  Patrick's  EmbafTy,  written  by  himfelf,  is  ftill  in 
the  Hands  of  the  Family.

By  the  above  Marriage,     Robert  Vans  Agnew  has  ^        (/ 

eight  Children  now  living;  Five  Sons,  Robert,  John,  James,  (  while 

this  was  printing  James  Periflied   in  the  Queen  Charlotte  burnt  near 

Leghorn  March  17th,  in  which  Ship  he  was  a  Midfhipman,)  Patrick 

and   Henry  Stewart;  and  three  Daughters,    Margaret,    Frances  and 

Maria  Anne,    all  of  whom  bear  the  Name  of  Vans  only,    except  the 

eldeft  Son,  who  alTumes  in  Addition  that  of  Agnew. 

The  Armorial  Bearing  of  Vans  of  Barnbarrovv,  is  Argent,  a  Bend 
Azure.  They  formerly  charged  the  Bend  with  a  Mollet,  intimating 
that  they  were  a  younger  Branch  of  the  Houfe  of  Dirletown,  but  as 
they  now  reprcfent  the  principal  Family,  they  ftrike  out  the  Mollet, 
the  brotherly  Difference,  and  carry  the  Bend  iimple.  The  Creft  is  a 
Lion  Rampant,  holding  in  his  Dexter  Paw  a  Pair  of  Ballances  proper, 
and  the  Motto,  Be  Faithjid,  or  more  anciently,  Soyfz  Fidele.  The 
Supporters,  which  they  have  ufed  ever  fince  they  represent  the  prin- 
cipal Family,  are  Two  Savages  with  Clubs  in  their  Hands,  and 
Wreathed  round  the  Middle  with  Laurel. 

The  principal  Refidence  of  the  Family  is  at  Barnbarrow,  (anciently 
Barnbarrache,)  four  Miles  from  the  Town  of  Wigton.  It  was  for- 
merly an  ancient  Caftle,  from  the  Wall  of  which  uhen  it  was  de- 
molished by  the  prefent  Proprietor,  was  taken  a  Stone,  upon  which 
were  the  Arms  as  before  defcribed,  with  the  Date  1433,  and  the  1433* 
Initials  I.  V.  &  E.  K.  being  thofe  of  John  Vans  the  Proprietor 
when  it  was  built,  and  of  Elizabeth  Kennedy,   his.  Wile, 
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Mr.  Vans  Agnew  has  been  Induced  to  have  a  few  Copies  oj  the  foregoing 
Account  printed^  in  order  to  gratify  the  Curiofity  of  fame  Relations,  and 
in  hopes  that  fome  of  his  learned  Acquaintances,  to  whom  he  means  to  (end 
Copies,  may  be  able  to  give  him  further  Information,  or  at  leaf  to  point 
out  the  Sources  jrom  which  it  may  be  drawn. 

N.  B.  Since  the  foregoing  Account  has  been  in  the  Prefs,  Papers  have  been  difco- 
vered  in  Scotland,  which  fufficiently  eftablifh  the  Filiation  of  the  Family  of  Barnbar-> 
r  >w  from  that  of  Dirleton;  the  principal  remaining  Defideratum  therefore  is,  to  be  able 
to  afcertain  in  a  more  latisfactory  Manner,    the  Degree  of  Felationfhip  which  exifled. 

betwixt  the  fiift  De  Vaux  who  fettled  in  Scotland,    and  the  Family  of  that  Name  in 

England.
